They 
respond when travelers request 
help. 

“Most questions concern 
directions or the location of 


good eating places,’’ said 
Bridgman. ‘“‘Once a boy was 
shocked by an electric wire. 
We notified the sheriff who 


cleared the way to the hospital.’ 

The church has a CB coffee 
break each Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. and they invite callers to 
attend. However, religion is 
not stressed in CB conversa- 
tions. 

Rev. Bridgman commented, 
“We don’t shove church down 
the people’s throats. We be- 
lieve in providing a ministry 


without being pushy. We just 
let them know that someone 
cares.”’ 

Several CBers have sought 
counseling following a short 
talk on the radio and others 
have requested prayer. 

The pastor of Cocua’s'; 
First Baptist Church, the Rev. 
James Dunham, known as_ the 
“Village Parson’ to fellow 
CBers, said, ‘‘I’m sure we’ve 

ahelped open doors that might 
have remained closed. Wedon’t 
take the initiative, but we do 
let people know we are here if 
they need us. It’s entirely up 
to them to pursue it further.’’ 

Rey. Bridgman _ stated, 
“Whatever comes through this 
outreach, comes. If we can 
be of help,that’s what we’re 
here for.”

On Alcoholism

Frequently we find that 
by the time the wife of an 
alcoholic gets to our office 
to ask what can be done to 
help her husband, she has 
spent several years trying 
what we call ‘‘thome treat- 
ment methods in an effort 
to get him to stop drinking. 

Last week's article pointed 
out that these methods are 
not only futile but in many 
cases extremely harmful. This 
week I'd like to discuss these 
various ‘thome treatments”’ in 
more detail and explain why 
they do not work. 

Here are some DON'TS 
for the wives and families of 
alcoholics from a pamphlet 
published by the Hazelden Foun- 
dation, an alcoholism treat- 
ment center. 

1. DON'T PREACH, LEC- 
TURE, NAG OR TRY TO REA- 
SON WITH THE ALCOHOLIC. 
These are the most frequent- 
ly usea ang most useless 


Ways O!1 Uryiip to help him, 
especially when -he is intox- 
icated. He may already be 
suffering from feelings of 
guilt incomprehensible to the 
non-alcoholic, He has already 
told himself all and more than 
you can tell him. To remind 
him of his failures, his ne- 
glect of family, his lack of 
social responsibility and social 
errors is more than he can 


take. For that reason he 
hears as much as he can 
bear. and simply shuts out 
the rest. The alcoholic's 
thinking is mixed up whether 
he is sober or intoxicated. 
When you try to reason with 
him or demand certain be- 
haviour of him you only in- 


crease his need to lie or 
force him to make promises 
he cannot possibly keep, 

2. DON'T ADOPT A ‘‘HO- 
LIER THAN THOU" OR MAR- 
TYR LIKE ATTITUDE. It is 
possible to have this attitude 
without saying a word, but it 
isn't possible to hide such an 
attitude from an alcoholic 
His sensitivity is such that 
he judges other people's at- 
titudes toward him by small 
things much more than words-- 
a fleeting expression, a tone

of voice, or even the move- 
tment of your body. No mat- 
ter what your words, if you 
feel skepticism, scorn, shame 
or suspicion he will sense it 
and react, By the same 
token if he hears kindliness 
and affection in your voice 
and actions, even when you 
are having to say something 
difficult, he will hear it and 
in time come to believe it 
and respond to it. 

3. DON’T HIDE HIS LI- 
QUOR OR POUR IT DOWN 
THE SINK. No one act is 
a bigger waste of time and 
money. Besides pushing the 
alcoholic into a stage of rage 
and desperation, you are only 
inviting him to find ways of 
getting more, which he will 
invariably do. 

4, DON’T LET HIM PER- 
SUADE YOU TO DRINK WITH 
HIM ON THE GROUNDS THAT 
HE WILL DRINK LESS; he 
rarely does and in any case 
as long as you condone any 
drinking on his part the eas- 
ier it is for him to put off 
doing something about his al- 
coholism, 

At best all “home treat- 
ment’’ methods only serve to 
relieve your feelings and usu- 
ally drive your husband far- 
ther away from you and from 
getting the treatment he real- 
ly needs.

HODGKIN’S DISEASE 

Hodgkin’s disease strikes an 
estimated 7,000 Americans 
each year, approximately 75 of 
these will be Alabamians. Stud- 
ies show the great majority of 
patients will live more than 
five years and a majority can 
be cured. 

Hodgkin’s disease is a cancer 
of the lymphatic system. This 
system is composed of organs 
such as the spleen and lymph 
nodes which are connected by 
small vessels. These vessles 
carry Lymph (a clear fluid) 
and lymphocytes (special in- 
fection-fighting cells) back and 
forth between the lymphatic 
system and the blood stream. 
The lymph nodes and spleen 
contain cells that destroy many 
bacteria and viruses that cause 
disease. 

In patients with Hodgkin's 
disease, cells in these glands 
become abnormal and multiply 
without responding to the usual 
regulatory mechanisms of the 
body’s immune system. The 
nodes 


become enlarged and

their ability to fight disease is 
damaged. 

The most common first 
sympton of the disease is a 
swollen lymph gland, usually 
in the neck. Other symptons 
include unexplained persistent 
fatigue, fever, loss of weight 
and itching. Since these symp- 
toms may also occur in other, 
often minor diseases, only a 
physician can determine a def- 
inite diagnosis. Any lymph 
gland that remains significantly 
enlarged for three weeks or 
longer should be brought to a 
physician’s attention. 

Scientists don’t know what 
causes Hodgkin's disease, al- 
though they suspect a virus 
might be involved. This disease 
occurs in about one of every 
36,000 people and most patients 
are between the ages of 15 and 
35. Men seem to be slightly 
more susceptible than women. 
Scientific evidence indicates 
that it is neither an inherited 
nor a contagious disease.

The lymphan- 
giogram, an X-ray of the lymph 
nodes in the back of the abdo- 
men, is one procedure used, Dye 
is injected into a vein through 
a smail incision made in each 
foot. This dye is absorbed by 
the lymph nodes, which then 
shows on the X-ray. The phy- 
sician is interested in whether 
or not the nodes are en- 
larged -- enlarged nodes may 
be diseased. Routine X-rays, 


like those made of the chest, 
will not show the status of 
the nodes. 

Another procedure used is 


the laparotomy, an exploratory 
operation during which the 
spleen is removed and samples 
of the liver and abdominal nodes 
are examined for disease. 
These tests determine whether 
there is disease and the extent 
of the involvement of the di- 
sease. : 

Scientists are not attempt- 
ing to learn whether combined 
X-ray and chemotherapy (drug 
therapy) may offer better re- 
sults than either method alone 
and whether drug treatment can 
help patients become more 
susceptible to curative treat- 
ment with X-ray.

1982, the excise tax will drop 
one percent. After that date, 
the tax will become history, 
according to the present laws, 

The phase-out program is 
past of the Federal Excise, 
Estate and Gift Tax Adjustment 
Act of 1970. 

T. R. Rorie, Manager of 
General's Ozark district, said 
that under the tax revision, all 
Statements received by cus~ 
tomers after January | will 
reflect the five percent rate 
instead of six percent. 


A problem of furnishing sew- 
age lines to a new home on 
North Smith Avenue was dis- 
cussed at length.

Approval to pay Elba’s share 
of the South Central Mental 
Health Budget, as available, was 
approved. The council voted 
to place the two hour parking 
signs on side streets (in front 
of businesses) as well as the 
existing signs around the 
square. 

Again the héalth insurance 
of the city employees was dis- 
cussed at length. The dis- 
cussion ended with the council 
approving the use of the Lib- 
erty National Insurance until 
a better plan was offered. 

The council discussed the 
installation of a sewer line to 
the new National Guard Armory. 
The new armory is nearing 
completion and the city had 
pledged to furnish utilities to 
the facility on the Airport Road.

Cold Weather Strains 


Southeast Alabama did not 
enjoy a White Christmas this 
year (the last Christmas snow- 
fall was in 1964), but all resi- 
dents agree -- it has been a 
cold winter, and winter is just 
beginning. 

According to the scientists, 
December 21 was the first day 
of winter. 

October and November were 
exceptionally cold. The South- 
east Alabama Gas District re- 
ports that October, 1976, was 
the coldest October in the 
District’s 21-year history. 

The Gas District, whose 
operations require a_ close 
watch on current weather, and 
constant comparison with the 
weather of previous years, 
says that November was also a 
record-breaker. 

Despite a few days’ break 
in the unseasonable chill, Dec- 
ember has been far colder than 
usual, according to Gas Dis- 
trict records. Since national 
weather forecasters have pre- 
dicted a long, cold winter still 
to come, Southeast Alabamians 
can look forward to many more 
chilly days, and nights when 
the thermometer hangs in the 
low twenties and below. 

One unhappy consequence, 
the Gas District says, is un- 
usually high fuel bills.

ager, ‘‘the home owner can 
expect to pay far more for 
heating this season than he has 
in many years.”’
